Rockefeller was referring to 


the crisis that developed over 
the desegregation of Little Rock 
Central High School in 1957. 


Rockefeller 
said, 
however, 


that he told the French tliat Ar- 
kansas was "a vastly different" 
state than it was in 1957. 


Rockefeller denied a report 


that gravel was tlirown at he 


and the other three governors 
who made the trip to France. 
He said there was a small stu- 
dent demonstration on one uni» 
versity campus the governors 
visited, but that the demonstra* 
tion was not connected with the 
tour.

standards for mental retarda* 
tion centers will emphasize the 
unique character of each indi* 
vidual—and that person's right 
to develop his limited potential, 
according to the program's di« 
rector, 


"Wo feel that each Individual 


resident is entitled to an adequ- 
ate program to meet his needs," 
Dr* Kenneth G» Crosby, head of 
the Accreditation Council for 
Facilities for the Mentally Re- 
tarded, said in an interview, 


Many mentally retarded per* 


sons today are subjected to im» 
personal custodial care, he add- 
ed. But the standards being de- 
veloped, and expected to be im* 
plemonted by 1971, will call for 
improvements in physical facili- 
ties, treatment, and, most im- 
portantly, attitude, he said. 


"Many things can be accom- 


plished by changes in attitude, 
in the way residents of these fa- 
cilities are viewed," Crosby 
stated. 


"If the resident is seen as an 


Individual who lacks potential 
for 
development, 
then 
the 


chances are very great no de- 
velopment will occur," he ex- 
plained. 


"If he is viewed as having po- 


tential, then that itself is apt to 
accomplish 
some 
improve- 


ment." 


The council is consulting with 


parents and specialists in about 
30 fields relating to mental re- 
tardation to shape standards tor 
accreditation. 


Crosby said human rights, 


especially as they relate to an 
institution's programs for its 
residents, will be stressed. 


Institutions hewing to the vol- 


untary accreditation standards 
almost certainly will require 
more money, he said. 


But he added the very exist- 


ence of national standards may 
be a tool for persuading legisla- 
tures to appropriate more funds 
for these services. 


Crosby said the accreditation 


standards will be available both 
to the estimated 200 tax-support- 
ed institutions and the 200 or 
more private facilities for the 
mentally retarded.

The pill has flumped again. 


Just the other afternoon, at 
a cocktail pahdee, a cute 
young thing asked me, when 
she discovered I was a den- 
tist, if the pill had anything 
to do with tooth decay. She 
said that since taking the pill 
she has had far more fillings 
than before. 


With a mild harrumph, I 


assured 
her that it was 


rather doubtful there was 
any connection with the pill 
and a higher incidence of 
tooth decay; that the pill has 
been blamed FOR 
many 


things, and tooth decay has 
been b l a m e d ON many 
things . . . but never have 
the two been linked so un- 
romantically. 


But the thought of the pill 


increasing tooth decay kept 
recurring. After all the pill 
alters the balance of many 
body functions. It contains 
steroids which can produce 
hormonal imbalance, 
a n d 


hormonal imbalance is often 
associated 
w i t h gingivitis 


and other gum disturbances, 
such as sometimes 
occur 


during puberty, pregnancy 
and menopause. 


Could it possibly have a 


direct effect on teeth? 


Alas! Today there came in 


the mail a news release with 
information that Dr. Frank 
T. V. Liu of Kansas City, 
Mo,, makes the claim that 
". . , . use of synthetic ster- 
oid contraceptives may in- 
crease the incidence of tooth 
decay." 


How do you like that? 


It must be hastily added 


that Dr. Liu's findings were 
obtained from animal experi- 
ments which cannot be ap- 
plied directly to humans, but 
the University of Missouri 
scientist says they ppint up 
the need for further investi- 
gation. 


In his laboratory experi- 


ments, Dr. Liu learned that 
tooth decay increase was in 
proportion to dose level and 
frequency of administration 
of the two contraceptives 
used in the tests. Not as 
some would believe, depend- 
ent on sexual activity of the 
animal. 


Don't forsake the pill yet. 


So far indications are that 
only laboratory a n i m a l s 
have to do that.

the United States operates a na- 
val base and three air bases in 
Spain expires Sept. 26, and talks 
on a new agreement have been 
going on for some time. 


Informed sources said the 


United States and Spain are 
thinking in terms of a new five- 
year agreement under which 
Spain would receive military, 
educational and scientific assist- 
ance in return for allowing the 
bases to remain open. 


Spain was said to be seeking 


tanks, 
F4 Phantom jets, and 


money for scientific projects 
and educational expansion. In- 
formants declined to guess at 
the cost of the package, but un- 
c o n f i r m e d estimates have 
ranged from $200 million to $300 
million for the five years. 


U.S. 
secretaries of state cus- 


tomarily visit Spain following 
each semiannual meeting of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion to brief Franco and his gov- 
ernment 
on 
NATO develop- 


ments. 


Spain is not a member | of 


NATO, and Spanish sources say 
the government has no interest 
in joining. But they say Spain 
would like some kind of mutual 
security 
agreement 
stronger 


than the one it now has with the 
United States. 


Diplomatic sources in Madrid 


said the United States consid- 
ered suggesting Spain for NATO 
membership during the Rome 
meeting, but there was such 
strong Scandinavian opposition 
it dropped the idea. 


The NATO allies announced at 


the close of their two-day meet- 
ing that they may meet with na- 
tions of the Soviet bloc in the 
general conference on European 
security the Kremlin has pro- 


'^posed if v exploratory talks are 


promising. 


The 15 foreign ministers said 


in a communique that if there is 
sufficient progress in current 
preliminary negotiations, espe- 
cially those going on now about 
Berlin and Germany, they will 
be ready to make multilateral 
contacts. 


British Foreign Secretary Mi- 


chael Stewart pointed out that 
deputy foreign ministers of the 
seven Warsaw Pact nations are 
now in conference in Poland, 
and the NATO council indicated 
it would like its communique de- 
livered to them before their 
meeting ends. 


Italian Foreign Minister Aldo 


Moro was asked to relay the 
communique, along with an ac- 
companying declaration calling 
for an East-West program of 
mutual, balanced reduction of 
forces in central Europe.

And they have stock market investments, 
a house, often a family. 


"I'm still a staunch integraliunist, a staunch internation- 


alist, but I'm also now a staunch backer of Wall Street. 
I'm against oil import quotas, but I want to see oil stocks 
go up." 


Wives are also viewed for their conventionality. "Many 


ol the other players' wives are dressed to the hilt with 
tons of false eyelashes and make-up at games," said Leon- 
hard. "My wife sits with then) and wears slacks. This 
wasn't accepted too well, at first.

Hut now J think they're used to it." 


Speech is another type of conformity. "Most players 


have stereotyped ways ol talking," said Leonhard "it's 
lunny, players come from all over the country, but they 
quickly lose their accents—I think Brooks Robinson still 
has a little Arkansas twang left, though—and they adopt 
identical word usage. For example, go on any team and 
you'll hear a fast ball described as 'good, heat' or an

Wires Damaged 
Before Apollo 
13 Launched

an oxygen tank which exploded 
on Apollo 13 may liave been se- 
riously damaged before the ill- 
fated 
moon 
mission 
was 


launched, the chairman of the 
committee studying the space 
accident says. 


Edgar M. Cortright, chairman 


of the Apollo 13 review board, 
said 
Wednesday that several 


days before the launch the tank 
had been filled with oxygen for 
a rehearsal, and afterwards 
workmen were unable to drain 
it in the normal way. 


He said special procedures 


were then used to remove the 
oxygen, and these "probably re- 
sulted in major damage to the 
wiring insulation" inside the 
tank. 


The tank exploded April 13, as 


Apollo 13 was more than half- 
way to the moon. The explosion 
blew off a panel of the service 
module, destroyed the space- 
craft's major supply of oxygen 
and electricity, forced cancella. 
tion of the moon landing and se- 
riously endangered the astro- 
nauts, 


Cortright said the possibility 


of damage during the drainage 
operation was discovered during 
recent tests at the Beech Air- 
craft plant in Boulder, Colo. The 
special 
drainage 
procedures 


were duplicated at Beech, which 
manufactures the tank. 


Cortright also said it now ap- 


pears tlttt two switches de- 
signed to keep heaters in the ox- 
ygen 
tank 
from overheating 


may also have failed. Tests 
have shown, he said, that such a 
failure would cause tempera- 
tures in the tank to reach 1,000 
degrees. 


"Such 
temperatures 
would 


have caused serious damage to 
the insulation around the heater 
wires," Cortright said. "Thein* 
suiation damage could have re- 
sulted in short circuits to insti- 
tute the combustion of insula- 
tion inside the tank." 


This burning would, in turn, 


cause pressure to rise ia the 
tank, 
eventually 
forcing the 


tank to explode.

today in the heaviest assault on 
a city since the big enemy offen* 
sives of 1968. By dusk, there 
was still street fighting. 


Authorities clamped a 24»hour 


curfew on the city of 80,000, 
which lies in the southern cen- 
tral highlands 160 nilles north- 
east of Saigon. The commercial 
airport was closed. 


First reports from Dalat said 


Viet Cong attacked 13 installa- 
tions in and around the provin- 
cial capital and cut the military 
network linking the provincial 
headquarters and the communi- 
cations center two miles away. 


One target was the National 


Military 
Academy, the West 


Point of South Vietnam, which 
came under heavy attack ear- 
lier tills year. 


Initial reports said 13 Viet- 


namese 
were killed and 25 


wounded, and that 32 enemy sol- 
diers were killed and thfee cap- 
tured in the various attacks.
